WEATHER LESSON PLAN

Target group: Young Learners (3rd grade) 

Age of the Ss: 8-9 
Language proficiency: A1 
Subject: Weather 
Class time: 40 min. 

Approach: Eclectic Approach (TPR, Desuggestopedia, Audio Lingual) 

Multiple Intelligences: Visual-Spatial, Bodily-Kinaesthetic, Musical, Intrapersonal, 
Interpersonal, Linguistic 

Attainment Targets: Students are expected to acquire by the end of this lesson; 

• Word about weather conditions -rainy, sunny, snowy, windy, warm, hot, cold- 

• Ss will be able to describe the weather condition in a simple way. 

1) WARM-UP: 

Aim: to trigger their background knowledge about the topic, and to get the students ready for 

the topic 

Materials: - 

Grouping: Whole class 

Interaction: Teacher-student 

Time: 3 min. 

Procedure: T comes to the class and greets the students. When the students ask how she is, 
she replies “I am really fine because it is sunny today.”. She asks whether they know the 
weather conditions or not. Then, she asks whether they want to learn. 

2) PRESENT: 

Aim: to introduce the vocabulary and structure by means of a PP presentation and a song. 
Materials: PP, and a song “ Weather ” 



Grouping: Whole class 
Interaction: Teacher-student 
Time: 17 min. 

Procedure: T shows the PP to the students, after the presentation, teacher encourages the 
students to repeat the words after her. Students practice saying the words three or four times. 
After it is ensured that they get familiar with the vocabulary, T plays the song. Firstly, the 
teacher sings and dances (demonstration). Then, the whole class sing and dance with the 
teacher. 

3) PRODUCE: 

Aim: to make the students produce an art-craft about the topic 

Materials: Crayons, Weather Chart 

Grouping: Individual 

Interaction: Teacher-student 

Time: 8 mins. 

Procedure: T shows his own weather chart to the students. It is half completed, so, he 
completes the rest while he is giving instruction to the students. After that, he distributes the 
weather charts to the students. He gives them five minutes to colour the charts and write the 
description of the weather conditions. After 5 minutes, he chooses some of the students to 
describe their weather charts. 

Additional Info: In case of long time duration that produce part can take, we switched 
produce part with practice part. 

4) PRACTICE: 

Aim: to make students more familiar with the weather terms by means of a game which is 
called “Hot & Cold” 

Materials: Weather condition flashcards 

Grouping: Whole class 

Interaction: Student-student 

Time: 8 min. 

Procedure: T introduces the game. In the game, T chooses one of the students and that 
student goes out. When he/she goes out, T asks the students where to hide the flashcard. After 



they hide it, T calls the student to come back. The student starts searching for the flashcard. 
According to his distance towards the flashcard, other students say “hot”, “warm”, or “cold” 
to help him/her to find the flashcard. When the student finds the flashcard, he describes the 
weather that is on the flashcard. 


5) WRAP-UP: 

Aim: to summarize the topic and check students’ comprehension 

Materials: - 

Grouping: Whole class 

Interaction: Student-student 

Time: 4 min. 

Procedure: T chooses a student that he did not choose before, and calls him to come in front 
of the classroom. The student picks one weather condition and whisper it to the teacher, then, 
the student demonstrates that weather and the other try to guess what it is.
